Before charging the crowd 
with bayonets the troops threatened 
several times to fire, but withotit 
making any impressioii.

Sept. 11.— Henry Kell- 
uer. a German, aged 65 years, shot and 
killed hw wite Wednesday morning. It 
is a clear case of deliberate murder, 
with extenuating circumstances.

Thaezaminlns trial of "Bntey" Price. 

on the charge of hIi mli ig and wounding 
Joa Forsyth during the Maysville fair, 
came off yesterday afternoon before 
I Judge Phister. 

The Commonwealth was represented 
by County Attorney Newell, while Hon. 
W. H. Wadsworth, Mr A. A. Wads- 
worth and Mr. John L. Whitaker ap- 
peared for defendant. Mr. Forayth is 
still suffering from the dangerous wound, 
but is able to go a'^out and was preseni 
at the trial. He waa tha drat witaaaa 
and said : 

"I bare been living at Millersbnnc 

some time. Am Depu'y Sheriff" of B mr- 
bon County— have been so for two years. 
I was at the Maysville fair and there saw 

Mr. Pri('<> for the first time. He on 
the ampliitlie «ti4r. He camu up the steps, 
and Qeorge Means wss with him. Tliey 
\ were lalki'iii. I was talking to Mr. Red- 
mond Price walked i.il" to one niiie. I 
told Mr. .MeauH tli it I did not want any 
j tnrther diflicuhy. Mr. Price ha<l a pistol 
and Bftid he would bhoot 'the h— n of a 
b— li.' He tired almost immediately, and 
' the shot took effect in my right breast 
• near the n{pp1«>. Price took a post after 
! the (i St h1i it. lie li'-ed three times." 

On cross-exaiuination by Mr. Wads* 
worth, witness said : "I have been In 
Bonrlion twu years. I had been liviiii; 
before in Texas and at Baltimore. I 
spent about one year in Baltimore, one 
year in Te.Kas, nearly fifteen year.s in 
New Mexico and one year in Kansas. I 
have had some difficalties in my time, 
have been in a number where there was 
shooting and have been shot a nunjherof 
times. 

"The shoo'.iog at the fair gronnda oc- 
curred on Thursday. I came down Tues- 
day before. I had this pistol with me. 
It waa loaded. Had six cartridges that 
I sent to Lexington for while here. I 
first saw Price about 5 o'clock — about 
five minutes after my difficulty with Mr. 
Maana. Meena and myaalf ware at the 
head of the steps when we had the 
difficulty. I struck Means with my pis- 
tol. Ha was coming st ma with a knife. 
We got to talking about some horses and 
Means struck me and then drew his 
knifa. Thara ware no ladles there. I 
had not spoken to any ladies or insulted 
them. When Price and Means came up 
I told Means I did not want to have 
further trouble with him. Price fired 
before I had spoken to him. After I 
was shot I could not see very well. I 
took my pistol fr im my right hand and 
fired at him with my left. We parted 
wlieri the HhiKiiing commenced. Did 
not hear Price say : 'George, go away— 
don't have trouble.' I did not apeak to 
him or shoot at him before he fired at 
me. I had five loads in my pistol. I 
c«rry it that way. Did not shoot at 
MeanH. Fired both times at Price. 

lie-direct— I never shot at a man I had 
not seen iMfore, nor did I avar gat behind 
a post to shoot at any one. 

Dr. Owens testified as to the wound. 
Taere may be secondajy hemorrhage yet 
that may reault fatally. Tbe chances are 
Forsyth will recover, but not entirely. 

instable Jatues Redmond testified 
that be was sent for to arreat a man who 
had atmok Mr. Means. Ha went up the 
steps. Forsyth was walking up and down 
tbe promenade, talking to himself. I told 
him I wanted to sea him. He came 
over to me. J upt then Means came run- 
ning up with Price. Means said : "There 
he is." Price then came np to a post, 
and said something to Forsyth about 
shooting him. Forsyth stepped back and 
said shoot. Price got behind |the post. 
I raised my arm and tried to stop Price, 
but he drew bis pistol. Each had his 
pistol up and I then stepped aside. There 
were four ahots. I conld not say 
who fired first. Both Maana and Prioa 
BiidHomuthing before thaahooting, Calling 
Forsytlisome name. 

O. W. Pollitt want ap tha steps with 
^tr. Redmond. Means came up then 
with bis head bleeding and said : " That's 
tha man I want and I'm going to have 
him," Forsyth said ''keep back;" that 
he was "a U. B. Marshal and would shoot 
some of tham if thay did not keep back. 

Price, the accused, was sworn, and said : 
I am twenty-five years old. Was at the 
fair grounds, atsying at Mr. Davis' booth. 
Was coming out of the booth door and 
met Means. He had blood all over his 
head, and said a man uji there had in- 
sulted his cousin and bit him on tbe 
head. He aaked ma for a pistol, bat I 
told him I ilidn't have any. Me then 
went up the steps and I went to keep 
him out of trouble. I aaid to him : 
"(Jeot^'e, don't have any trouble; there 
afti too many women uruuud." Forc>ytb
